Lucali owner to be charged along with his alleged attacker 


Carroll Gardens buzzes

Carroll Gardens rallied be- 
hind big shot pizzaiolo Mark 
lacono this week, champion- 
ing the man — not just his 
marinara. 

Last Friday, lacono, 44, the 
owner of Lucali, was brutally 


stabbed in a vicious knife fight 
with lifelong paisan Benny Ger- 
itano, 38, an ex-con with alleged 
mob connections. lacono took 
the worst of it, but prosecutors 
said both men will now face at- 
tempted murder charges. 

Those who knew both men 
said they couldn’t be more 


dissimilar. 

“Mark is not that kind of 
desperate person who’d at- 
tack someone in the middle 
of Smith Street on broad day- 
light,” said John Heyer, a sixth 
generation Carroll Gardens resi- 
dent. “He’s a calm, cool, collected

The mozzarella maestro bru- 
tally stabbed on Smith Street last 
week is being charged with at- 
tempted murder — just like the ex- 
con who put him in a hospital bed, 
authorities said on Monday. 

Internationally known piz- 
zaiolo Mark lacono, 44, owner of 
Lucali, is now in the same sauce - 
pot as his alleged mob-connected 
combatant Benny Geritano, 38, 
who also ended up in a hospital 
with wounds possibly inflicted 
by lacono. Geritano claimed at 
his arraignment on Sunday that 
he acted in self-defense. 

“They’re both being charged 
with the same crime,” said a 


spokesman for District Attor- 
ney Charles Hynes. 

Iacono’s acclaimed restau- 
rant, located on Henry and Sum- 
mit Streets, is a critic’s favorite, 


heralded by GQ magazine as the 
country’s second-best pizzeria. 

But on Friday, it was the pizza 
man who was repeatedly sliced 
in the head, neck, back and stom- 


ach in front of Joe’s Superette on 
Smith Street and Carroll Street, 
his blood staining a roadway that’s 
gone from the bada-bing of mob- 
ster “Crazy” Joe Gallo’s days, to 


the bada-bling of the $14 -mar- 
tini set. 

According to the Post, the 
bloody altercation began when 
Geritano accused lacono of trying 
to steal his dolce tesoro, 37-year- 
old Annette Angeloni. 

“They were fighting over the 
woman,” the source said. “Benny 
said, ‘Stay away from Annette! 
She’s living with me now! ’” the 
paper reported. 

Both men were injured in the 
subsequent knife fight. 

lacono continues to conva- 
lesce in Lutheran Medical Cen- 
ter, where he is in stable condition, 
and has not been arraigned. 

He was dumbstruck about

BREAST REVENGE 

Mom sues after baby is fed by another woman

A Windsor Terrace mom whose baby 
was breastfed by another woman in a 
hospital switch-up will go to the high- 
est court in the state after a lower court 
refused to grant her damages for the 
emotional pain of discovering that the 
baby’s first nourishment came from the 
breast of another woman. 

“I’m very pissed off,” said Lynda Wil- 
liams, who sued Long Island College Hos- 


pital in Cobble Hill for an unspecified 
amount in 2008. “They were supposedto 
take care of me and make sure my baby 
was safe. I definitely will appeal.” 

Judges ruled last week that the med- 
ical center, located on Hicks Street be- 
tween Atlantic Avenue and Pacific 
Street, doesn’t owe Williams anything 
because the error was discovered and 
fixed inside the hospital, and her in- 
fant didn’t get sick or injured. 

“The plaintiffs have failed to allege 


a cognizable cause of action to recover 
damages for emotional distress against 
the hospital,” the state Supreme Court 
Appellate Division ruled last week. 

The facts of the case are not in dis- 
pute. 

Williams’s daughter Jalyn was 
born on May 21, 2008, but the hospi- 
tal briefly misidentifiedthe child, even 
giving her to another infant’s mom for 
her first meal.

Red Hook trolley derailed

The city has derailed a ballyhooed 
plan to return trolley service to Red 
Hook, dashing the dreams of the trans- 
portation-challenged peninsula. 

It’s just too expensive to bring back 
the old streetcars Red Hook, accord- 
ing to a Department of Transporta- 
tion report presented to civic leaders 
last week. 

The biggest problem? After pour- 
ing $176 million into a 6.8-mile loop 


linking Borough Hall and Red Hook, 
the trolley would only add 1,822 new 
riders to the subway at Smith-Ninth 
Street — not an ample justification for 
the investment. 

Instead, the city is now considering 
redesigning Mill Street and Hamilton 
Avenue, changes to the B61 bus route, 
and pedestrian improvements near the 
Smith-Ninth station, alternatives that 
were presented in the study by the San 
Francisco engineering firm URS. 

The trolley project’s annual operat- 


ing cost of $6.2-$7.2 million was also a 
factor in its rejection, officials said. 

The streetcar would have run along 
Centre, Beard, Van Brunt, and Co- 
lumbia streets, Atlantic Avenue and 
Boerum Place to the nexus of borough 
government. 

Only last year, Transportation hon- 
chos were effusive when they announced 
the study. 

“We’re looking back to the future,” 
cheered Transportation Commissioner 
Janette Sadik-Khan. “Streetcars remain 


part of the transportation mix in cities 
from Toronto to Melbourne, and we 
need to consider all options to improve 
transit access in underserved neighbor- 
hoods like Red Hook.” 

So the news that the trolley was dead 
came as a disappointment to longtime 
residents frustrated by the neighbor- 
hood’s public transit isolation — which 
began when trolley service was dis- 
mantled there in the 1950s.

Lawmakers push bill to stop secret slaughter in park

Two Park Slope lawmakers are 
pushing legislation that would pre- 
vent another secret slaughter of 
geese this summer. 

The act, which was introduced 
last week by Councilmen Brad 
Lander and Steve Levin (D-Park 
Slope), forces the city to consider 
public input before taking “wild- 
life management” action like the 
mass killing of close to 300 Can- 
ada geese last summer in Pros- 
pect Park. 

“These decisions should be 
made in the light of day,” Lander 
said. “Not the cloak of night.” 

That outlook was echoed 
by wildlife advocates and park 
watchdogs, who hope the new-

ond “culling” in Prospect Park. 

“It’s tremendously positive,” 
said park watchdog Ed Bahlman, 
adding he only wishes the law 
had more teeth. “It’s an impor- 
tant step.” 

The legislation was drafted 
in response to the secret mas- 
sacre last July, a slaughter that 
was done in the name of avia- 
tion safety, yet still shocked many 
members of the public with its 
ferocity, breadth and middle-of- 
the-night execution. 

Under the legislation, the city 
would be required to form a wild- 
life “advisory board” with 11 ex- 
perts, ranging from academics to 
animal rights advocates. Three 
would be appointed by the mayor 
and three by Council Speaker 
Christine Quinn; the remain- 
ing members would be culled 
from the parks and sanitation 
departments. 

The bill would also require the 
drafting of a “city wide wildlife 
management plan” that would pro- 
mote “biological diversity” and 
“humane treatment” of animals.

Power play 

Cruise ships will now use 
clean electric when at port

Red Hook is going green, 
as cruise ships docking in the 
neighborhood will plug in to the 
mainland electric grid rather 
than puke out poisonous diesel 
fumes beginning next year, the 
city announced last week. 

The Brooklyn Cruise Ship 
Terminal on Pier 12 will be the 
first port on the East Coast to 
employ the technology, ending 
a half-decade struggle to halt 
the emission of toxins when- 
ever the mammoth vessels are 
in port. 

Officials expected to an- 
nounce the agreement earlier 
this year, but the biggest stick- 
ing point was who would foot 
the sizable electric bill. 

Carnival Cruise Lines agreed 


to retrofit its vessels to allow 
them to plug into the electri- 
cal grid, costing it $2 million 
for each of its ships, the mas- 
sive Queen Mary 2 and Carib- 
bean Princess, which use the 
port 40 times a year. 

But the company was not 
prepared to foot the electric 
bill — taxpayers will have to 
chip in, too. 

The five-year agreement calls 
for Carnival to split the bill with 
the Economic Development Cor- 
poration, the quasi-city agency 
that manages the cruise termi- 
nal, and the Public Service Com- 
mission, the state agency that 
negotiated the rate. 

The Port Authority of New 
York and New Jersey, the cruise 
terminal’s landlord, will pay $ 12

to state-wide budget cuts

Bklyn Designs — the an- 
nual showcase for cutting-

The reason? State bud- 
get cuts. 

“The state has been in- 
credibly generous [in the 
past], but unfortunately, 
the budget woes have an im- 
pact right here in Brooklyn,” 
said Carl Hum, president and 
CEO of the Brooklyn Cham- 
ber of Commerce, which runs 
Bklyn Designs. 

The event runs on spon- 
sorships, ticket sales, and ex- 
hibitor fees, as well as a grant 
from the state Assembly’s 
Brooklyn delegation. 


Thousands of programs 
across the state will be af- 
fected by the slashing of so- 
called “member initiatives,” 
which fund little leagues, al- 
coholic treatment programs 
and cool design events alike, 
said Assemblyman Joe Len- 
tol (D-Williamsburg). 

“There’s some who would 
say that’s a good thing be- 
cause everyone has to feel 
the pain, and I agree with 
that,” said Lentol, Albany’s 
longest-serving member. “A 
lot of organizations like the 
Brooklyn Chamber that do 
good work have programs 
that are going to suffer as 
a result of this year’s bud- 
get [but] we need to tighten 
our belt.” 

For their part, Brooklyn 
designers will miss this year’s

showcase, which last year 
presented more than 30 lo- 
cal designers to more than 
6,000 visitors at St. Ann’s 
Warehouse over the course 
of three days. 

“It is a little disappoint- 
ing that it’s not happen- 
ing,” said April Hannah, 
a Bklyn Designs alum and 
DUMBO-based designer of 
an eco-friendly furniture 
line. “As a new designer, 
to be able to present on an 
international platform was 


really great.” 

Local businesses are also 
expecting to hurt with those 
thousands of visitors no lon- 
ger trekking to DUMBO. 

“We do really well dur- 
ing Bklyn Designs because 
we are a design store,” said 
Jessica Levy, manager of 
Stewart/Stand on Front 
Street.

The parade is saved! 

Big-hearted Brooklynites 
have answeredthe may day of

rial Day Parade Commit- 
tee. “Everywhere I go, peo- 
ple are showing their support 
for veterans.” 

Parade organizers put out 
their S.O.S. after the state 
pulled back its $7,000 allo- 


cation that the parade com- 
mittee had received for the 
last five years. The group had 
already collected $10,000 
through private donations, 
but that wasn’t enough to hire 
enough marching bands and 
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transport servicemen and 
women from different Fleet 
Week activities to the parade, 
organizers said. 

News of the committee’s 
financial hole propelled a 
consortium of elected offi- 
cials to get together and do- 
nate a combined $2,500. 

Borough President 
Markowitz donated an ad- 
ditional $2,000 — but that 
still left the committee $7,500 
short of its goal, organizers 
said. 

Enter veteran-loving Bay 
Ridgeites. 

With so many people chip- 
ping in, the parade committee 
now has an estimated $ 17,000 
— double the amount they 
had two weeks earlier — and 
the fund raisers hadn’t taken 
place yet. But who needs a 
fund-raiser? 

“Supporting the Bay 
Ridge Memorial Day Pa- 
rade is an obvious choice,” 
Justin Brannan, president of 
the Bay Ridge Democrats, 
explained. “America’s vet- 
erans were there for us and 
now we need to be there for 
them.” 

Organizers said money 
collected from future fund- 
raisers will go to next year’s 
parade — which is no lon- 
ger in jeopardy. 

“I’m confident that next 
year’s parade will happen,” 
said Aalbue. “We’re going to 
be pro-active over the course 
of the year and build the pa- 
rade up.” 

Aalbue admitted that, even 
with the cash influx, there 
will be fewer marching bands 
in the parade this year, but 
that’s not because of fund- 
ing — scheduling conflicts 
have prevented a few bands 
from performing.

Prime 6’s fix 

Owner agrees to axe 
bottles, monitor noise

The owner of Park Slope’s controversial Prime 6 bar 
is bowing to the demands of lawyered-up neighbors 
who believe the new watering hole will be a big prob- 
lem when it finally opens in May. 

Akiva Ofshtein and his future neighbors have been 
warring over his nightspot — which faces both Flat- 
bush and Sixth avenues — for months, but now Of- 
shtein’s agreed to tone things down even before he opens 
his doors. 

The bar’s owner claims he’ll pull his planned bottle 
service — a popular practice at nightclubs where cus- 
tomers get full bottles of booze at their table rather than 
individual drinks — that he’ll close the backyard by 1 1 
pm on weekdays and at midnight on weekends, and that 
he’ll ban music outside. 

“I can’t have the community mad at me,” Ofshtein 
said. “It’s a common-sense business practice.” 

Neighbors, some of whom have been represented 
by attorney Harry Lipman — who lives near Prime 
6 and is working pro-bono — for about a month, cele- 
brated Ofshtein’s concessions, and his decision to open 
up about his plans. 

“This all started with a lot of mystery,” said Steve Et- 
tlinger, who lives next door to Prime 6. “Now we have 
some questions answered.” 

But some still remain, as residents continue to charge 
that Ofshtein has never given them an adequate picture 
as to what Prime 6 will be. 

At first, the nightspot was advertised as a sports bar 
with live music that would attract throngs of Nets fans 
from the new Barclays Center. 

According to his application with the State Liquor 
Authority Ofshtein, said there would be large television 
screens “so Nets games can be watched.” Four bounc- 
ers would be hired to handle rowdy customers, he in- 
dicated. 

Fearing clogged streets, rowdy crowds and blaring 
music that will keep them up all night, dozens of con- 
cerned neighbors stormed a February Community Board 
6 meeting to protest the bar’s liquor license, only to 
find it had already been granted — with no commu- 
nity input. 

Park Slope residents singled out Prime 6 in part be- 
cause it stood as a symbol of their failed bid to defeat 
the Atlantic Yards mega-project, 

but as protestors prepared an offensive, Ofshtein 
changed his business plan — he’s now promising that 
Prime 6 will not be a sports bar, but a restaurant that 
will serve “meats and vegetables-based dishes” until 4 
am and offer kids brunch deals on weekends. 

Ofshtein also agreed to meet with community lead- 
ers, the North Flatbush Avenue Business Improvement 
District and a lawyer who represents angry neighbors 
on nearby St. Marks Avenue. He also set up a telephone 
line for complaints. 

“He has gone above and beyond what any restaurateur 
in New York City would do,” said Sharon Davidson of 
the business district, who mediated Ofshtein’s pow-wows 
with the community. “I hope they appreciate it.”

Tear down this fence! 

Lawsuit seeks access to water at Noble Street

Good fences make good 
neighbors — but bad fences 
make good lawsuits. 

The city is suing the owner 
of a Greenpoint waterfront 
lot to force him to tear down 
two fences and cement barri- 
ers on Noble Street that pre- 
vent access to the river. 

A city lawsuit is also 
seeking an unspecified fi- 
nancial penalty from site’s 
owner, Joshua Guttman, who 
built two fences in 2009, even 
though he knew they were 
on a public street, ignoring 
the city’s repeated requests 
to remove them. 

“The public’s right to ac- 
cess Noble Street is inalien- 
able and inextinguishable,” 
said the suit, which was filed 
last month. “The public has a 
common law perpetual right 
of passage from the terminus 
of Noble Street at West Street 
through the East River.” 

The street has been closed 
for almost 30 years in a long- 
standing property dispute. 
Guttman’s allies say that he 
added the fences to protect 
half a dozen industrial busi- 
nesses, which leave machin- 
ery, wood, steel and marble 
in their two waterfront lots 
west of West Street. 

But Greenpoint residents 
have clamored for access to 
the East River for several de- 
cades — the fence is often 
locked and when it is open, 


Greenpointers like Dewey Thompson can't get to the waterfront because of 
a private fence on Noble Street — so the city is suing its owner. 


a private security guard pre- 
vents them from walking 
through the property. 

“It is high time to regain 
public access to the water- 
front on Noble Street,” said 
Noble Street resident Jolanta 
Kulpa Gubernat. “The wa- 
terfront is a valuable asset 
and all citizens should have 
right of access.” 

Councilman Steve Levin 
(D-Greenpoint), who has 
been urging the Bloomberg 
administration to take action 


on the property, said the suit 
would force Guttman to “rec- 
tify this injustice.” 

“Unfortunately, private in- 
terests have long trumped the 
community’s needs and de- 
mands in Greenpoint,” said 
Levin. “Waterfront access is 
sparse in Greenpoint and it 
is essential that we protect 
the public’s right to enter No- 
ble Street.” 

Levin had asked De- 
partment of Transportation 
Commissioner Janette Sadik- 


Khan to have workers tear 
the fence down — but the 
city chose to fight in court 
in order to keep the street 
open in perpetuity. 

Community Board 1 mem- 
ber Dewey Thompson is en- 
couraged by the suit. 

“I want that fence down ! ” 
said Thompson. “It has lit- 
erally been decades since 
the Greenpoint community 
has had access to this street 
and its fantastic views of 
the city.”

Waterfront concerts targeted 

Local leaders want park concerts to simmer down

A local panel is going af- 
ter a popular summer con- 
cert series, demanding that 
the sponsors of the East River 
State Park jams cleanup and 
quiet down its acts. 

Members of Community 
Board 1 say the concerts, held 
at the park for the last two 
years, are too loud and attract 
overbearing crowds that lit- 
ter nearby streets with gar- 
bage, and that’s too much to 
bear for people living nearby 
— some of whom leave town 
when a weekend show is com- 
ing up. 

“The entire area is just 
devastated,” said CB1 mem- 
ber Del Teague. “If you can’t 
get out of the neighborhood, 
your weekend is ruined. There 
are so many people, you can’t

walk through the streets.” 
Now, the board, which 
already wants to stop new 
neighborhood businesses 
from getting liquor licenses, 
says it wants the state to clamp 
down on promoters who let 


things get out of hand. 

“There must be a way to 
minimize disruptions,” said 
CB1 member Esteban Du- 
ran. “We need to get creative 
and look at different ways to 
manage the crowd.” 


Canal’s newest stinkbusters 

City hopes to retain water to cure Gowanus smell

The city’s top environ- 
mental boss turned sales- 
man last week, trumpeting 
a low- tech plan that he be- 
lieves will stanch the stink 
in the Gowanus Canal. 

As part of a multi-pronged 
approach to reducing sewage 
in the fetid waterway, Depart- 
ment of Environmental Pro- 
tection Commissioner Cas 
Holloway said that the city 
will unleash a veritable army 
of water hungry trees, vege- 
tation, green roofs and rain 
barrels to soak up, collect, 
or evaporate the stormwater 
that otherwise overwhelms 
the area’s aging sewer sys- 
tem — resulting in the expul- 
sion of a ghastly effluvium 
of raw sewage into the al- 
ready polluted canal. 

The “greening” of Gow- 
anus will be a part of the 
$1.5 -billion, 20-year “green 
infrastructure” plan. Hollo- 
way said that a smaller pi- 
lot program in the Bronx has 
been effective. 

“Having it on the scale it 
needs to work will require the 
kind of commitment that we 
are putting forward — mil- 
lions of dollars in capital 
money, and a lot of money 
also being spent on resources 
to do modeling andmonitoring 
to make sure it is doing what 
it is supposed to do,” Hollo- 
way said after a presentation 


at PS 58 on Carroll and Smith 
streets last Thursday. “Time 
will tell, but I am convinced 
that this can be very effective 
and that it can work.” 

The plan calls for the instal- 
lation of green infrastructure 
to handle stormwater runoff 
from 10 percent of the sewer 
system’s drainage area — a 
figure dwarfed by a similar 
plan in Philadelphia, which 


proposes a hefty 20 -percent 
capture rate. 

Residents were under- 
whelmed. 

“At the very best, it can 
solve 10 percent of the prob- 
lem, so I am a little surprised 
that he’s here talking about the 
10-percent solution instead of 
talking about the 90-pecent 
solution,” said Gowanus resi- 
dent Steven Miller. “We need

to talk about the 90 -percent 
solution. 

The “10-percent solution” 
is part of the city’s federally 
ordered effort to stop dump- 
ing raw sewage into the Ca- 
nal, a violation of the Clean 
Water Act. 

The city is already deter- 
mining the plan’s potential 
along Sixth Street between 
Second and Fourth avenues, 
doling out $580,000 to the 
Gownaus Canal Conservancy, 
an advocacy group which will 
be installing plant life along 


those blocks over the course 
of the year. The city will be 
carefully monitoring the suc- 
cess of the so-called bioswales 
— an interconnected system 
of plants that suck up toxins 
from surface water. 

The city said grants will be 
available for other organiza- 
tions, businesses and private 
property owners interested in 
going green, but he stressed 
that the city still remains com- 
mitted to other infrastructure 
solutions to improve the ca- 
nal’s water quality, namely 
c spending $85 million to fix 
£ a flushing tunnel and waste - 
m water pumping system. 

| The agency’s water-cap- 
£ turing plan will stretch to 
I Jamaica Bay, Paerdegat Ba- 
jj- sin and Coney Island. Over 
£ the weekend, officials were in 
Marine Park giving out free 
55 -gallon plastic rain barrels 
that connect to roof gutters 
to capture rainwater. Home- 
owners can connect the bar- 
rels to a hose, and reuse the 
water on their plants. 

This isn’t the first time Hol- 
loway, a Brooklyn Heights res- 
ident, has played the role of en- 
vironmental Willy Loman. 

He was the public face 
of the city’s opposition to a 
$500 -million federal Super- 
fund clean-up of the polluted 
canal, and in 2009 told the 
Carroll Gardens Neighbor- 
hood Association that reme- 
diation under that plan would 
stymie new residential devel- 
opment along the waterway. 
Instead, Holloway proposed 
a failed alternative plan he 
claimed would do the same 
job without the so-called “Su- 
perfund stigma.” 


Duran suggested that regu- 
lating the time concerts and en- 
suring concert-goers leave via 
Metropolitan Avenue instead 
of narrower residential streets 
would be a good start toward 
solving the problem. 

But the concerts’ head 
organizer, Open Space Al- 
liance director Stephanie 
Thayer, said there are al- 
ready scores of police offi- 
cers on surrounding streets 
to maintain order during and 
after concerts, and the stage 
has already been moved to 
reduce ambient noise — even 
though she hasn’t received 
many complaints. 

“We’ve entertained hun- 
dreds of thousand of people, 
raised funding for our parks 
and received almost no com- 
plaints,” said Thayer, who is 
planning 15 more concerts at 
the park this summer. 

And many community 
leaders, including Assem- 
blyman Joe Lentol (D-Green- 
point), credit the concerts for 
keeping the park open when 
state parks officials wanted 
to close it down. So far, the 
Open Space Alliance has paid 
$290,000 to the state — money 
which is being used to add so- 
lar lighting to the park. 

“The concert series has 
helped maintain funding for 
the East River State Park dur- 
ing these tough fiscal times,” 
said Lentol. 

Concerts have been held 
on the waterfront since 
2009, when the city began 
its $50 -million renovation of 
its previous venue, the Mc- 
Carren Park Pool. 

And controversy over the 
series is nothing new. 

Open Space Alliance has 
fought with its chief pro- 
moter, JellyNYC, over the 
concert’s management — 
canceling shows due to un- 
paid bills. 

And Williamsburg water- 
front residents have been sim- 
meringsover the crowds that 
end up traipsing through the 
streets during the past two 
summers. 

“When they leave, they 
leave bottles, cans, con- 
doms, and they urinate on our 
trees,” said Jane Wolowacz, a 
N. Eighth Street resident. “It’s 
impossible for senior citizens 
to sit in front of the back yard 
and enjoy the day.” 

This isn’t the first time 
CB1 has gone after the hard- 
partying neighborhood’s 
nightlife industry. 

Earlier this week, CB1 
leaders also proposed a mor- 
atorium on all new liquor li- 
censes in the neighborhood 
— which would curtail the 
flow of new bars and restau- 
rants into it.

Cops: Sleepy senior mows down four on Eighth Avenue

A drowsy senior citizen 
driver slammed into a group 
of people standing outside the 
Park Slope Armory at the cor- 
ner of Eighth Avenue and 15th 
Street last Friday — leaving 
four hospitalized. 

Horrified witnesses said 
the gray sport utility vehicle 
was barreling westbound on 
15th Street from Bartel Prit- 
chard Square at 4 : 1 5 pm when 
the driver — a man in his 
mid-sixties — lost control 
and jumped a curb packed 


with kids. 

“The SUV hit a car up the 
block, ended up on the side- 
walk and kept going,” said 
Shadi Sarsor, an employee 
from the Royal Supermarket 
across the street. “It ran over 
the bus stop sign, just miss- 
ing a bunch of kids crossing 
the street.” 

The SUV kept on moving 
and slammed into four adults 
— residents of the Park Slope 
Women’s Shelter that shares 
the Armory complex with the 
YMCA rec center — before 
getting jammed between a 


tree and a light pole. 

Sarsor and other witnesses 
rushed over and found the 
four victims sprawled out on 
the concrete. 

“They were conscious, 
but they weren’t moving,” 
he said. “[The driver] was 
stunned. He said he didn’t 
know what happened, like he 
hadn’t absorbed it yet.” 

Two of the victims of the 
April 15 crash were rushed to 
nearby New York Methodist 
Hospital on Seventh Avenue 
and Sixth Street, FDNY of- 
ficials said. Two others were 


taken to Futheran Medical 
Center in Sunset Park. 

Police say injuries were 
light. 

“It looks like one of them 
may have had a broken leg, 
but that was it,” a cop close to 
the investigation said. 

But things could have 
been much worse: Droves 
of school-age children have 
been flocking to the armory 
ever since the YMCA opened 
a recreation center inside 
the 114-year-old former 
regimental drill facility a 
year ago after a $ 16-million 


renovation. 

The rec center was open 
at the time of the accident. 
Its main entrance is on 15th 
Street, which has become a 
busy shortcut for Windsor 
Terrace residents heading 
to the Brooklyn-Queens 
Expressway. 

The investigation is con- 
tinuing, but police sources 
say the driver may have nod- 
ded off just before the car- 
nage began. 

“[The driver] either passed 
out or fell asleep,” a police 
source said.

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Red Apple to open new grocery store 
near supermarket-hungry Downtown

A wealthy supermarket mag- 
nate promises to bring a grocery 
store to the Fort Greene “food 
desert” spawned by his stunted 
real estate project. 

Supermarket executives — bil- 
lionaire John Catsimatidis among 
them — say they have “commit- 
ted” to opening a “high-quality” 
Red Apple Supermarket inside a 


long-vacant Myrtle Avenue de- 
velopment site. 

Residents — many of whom 
live in low-income housing across 
the street — lost their only nearby 
grocery store, pharmacy and 
Laundromat after Catsimatidis 
flattened two blocks of the street 
to make way for an apartment 
complex that has been in limbo 
for years. 

Now neighbors are hopeful, if 


a bit skeptical, about the plan to 
bring a large grocery store to their 
doorstep by this summer. 

“This community is filled with 
diabetes and high blood pressure 
— we’re badly in need of fresh 
food,” said 70-year-old activist 
Arnetha Singleton, who lives in 
the nearby Ingersoll Houses and 
has to trek a mile to the nearest 
grocery store. 

“We’ve heard a lot of prom-

ises,” she said. 

Dozens of neighbors gathered 
at a forum with supermarket ex- 
ecutives on Thursday to demand 
“fresh and affordable food” — 
sooner rather than later. 

Catsimatidis — who owns Red 
Apple Group, Gristedes Foods 
and even a newspaper — was 
not in attendance, but represen- 
tatives from the company lis- 
tened to requests for “food jus- 
tice” that ranged from produce 
to pricing. 

Catsimatidis’s original plan 
called for the site on Myrtle Av- 
enue, near Ashland Place, to be 
turned into a 24-7 business and 
residential mini-city complete 
with 660-unit mixed-income 
apartment complex. 

Development construction lev- 
eled two blocks of the street — 
but the project was then abruptly 


halted in 2008. Back then, Catsi- 
matidis blamed both the credit 
crisis and the lack of affordable 
housing bonds. 

Not long after, developers 
slapped a sign on the site announc- 
ing that a supermarket was on the 
way — but it never came, much 
to the disappointment of neigh- 
bors and local officials. 

“A supermarket is a fundamen- 
tal part of a community,” said 
Williamsburg district leader Lin- 
coln Restler, who co-hosted the 
forum last week. 

And by “community,” Restler 
also meant booming Downtown, 
where the population has gone 
from a few hundred to more than 
10,000 in a decade, Census fig- 
ures show. The proposed Red Ap- 
ple is next door to the Toren and 
Avalon Bay towers and a block 
from the Oro condos. 


Cheesey rider 

Sahadi's expands again in latest 
salvo against big Trader Joe's

Sahadi’s is getting ready to cut the 
cheese — and serve it up with a smile. 

The iconic Middle Eastern market 
on Atlantic Avenue near Court Street 
is planning to expand its store, adding 
a revamped cheese section and other 
yet-to -be -determined attractions — a 
move that will undoubtedly make Trader 
Joe’s, the corporate giant across the 
street, mold with jealousy. 

The chain retailer, known for its low 
prices, Hawaiian- shirt-clad workers 
and store-branded products, has sold 
cheese since it opened in 2008, but 
it doesn’t offer a full-service coun- 
ter, where a cheesemonger would of- 
fer tastes or make recommendations, 
for example. 

As such, the Sahadi’s cheese counter 
would be a “customer oriented” bonus, 
said owner Charlie Sahadi. 

“We want to give customers what 
they want,” Sahadi explained. 

The new space will be the store’s third 
storefront on Atlantic Avenue. Sahadi 
said he wanted to expand years ago, 
but all plans were put on hold for over 
a decade after the company bought a 
warehouse in Sunset Park and did not 
want to overextend itself. 

The work requires a zoning variance 
because construction in a rear courtyard 
is at odds with the allowable zoning, but 
Sahadi was confident that the expan- 


sion would begin in six months. 

He said his customers would help 
him figure out what else to do with 
the space in addition to the full ser- 
vice cheese counter. 

“There will be room to experiment,” 
he said. 

Customers cheered the expansion. 

“I’m all for it,” said Sahadi’s shopper 
and Boerum Hill resident Mary Ann 
Fitzgerald, who suggested the store set 
up a cafe in the new space. 

She said she’s shopped at both Trader 
Joe’s and Sahadi’s, but the latter offers 
a personal touch. 

“That’s a contrast with Trader Joe’s,” 
Fitzgerald said. 

Sahadi refused to recognize “the 
store across the street” as a compet- 
itor, saying the chain offers different 
merchandise. 

“We’ve gained more customers than 
we’ve lost since they’ve been here,” 
he said. 

Trader Joe’s was less diplomatic. 

“We don’t worry too much about 
competition; there are a lot of peo- 
ple out there trying to sell food,” said 
spokeswoman Alison Mochizuki. “We 
compete against ourselves, and our fo- 
cus is constantly trying to get better at 
what we do.” 

So does Sahadi’s. In 1985, the place 
expanded to a second storefront on At- 
lantic Avenue, adding space for pre- 
pared foods, coffees and an olive bar.

As a result, Sahadi is now able to of- 
fer many of the same items as Trader 
Joe’s — spices, olives, oils, pita, hum- 
mus, and cheeses — but also offer 
250 varieties of cheese. 

“Trader Joe’s has a much more lim- 
ited selection,” Sahadi pointed out. 

And he wasn’t too impressed by 
Trader Joe’s hummus, either. “Our 
background is Middle Eastern food. 
We make ours here on site,” he said. 

That’s the way Sahadi has been 
whipping his chickpeas since 1948, 
when the third generation store opened 
on Atlantic Avenue. Sahadi’s great un- 
cle Abraham Sahadi, a Lebanese im- 
migrant, opened the first incarnation of 
the business in Manhattan in 1895.

“This district doesn’t need 
another market-rate residen- 
tial project, and we’re not 
happy that it does not in- 
clude any open space,” said 
Bennett Baruch, a spokes- 
man for Reyna. 


The triangular-shaped lot 
bounded by Grand Street, 
Keap Street and Borinquen 
Place, was a Shell filling 
station, a theater house, and 
an open-air market before 
Queens-based mall developer 
Meir Babaev bought the site 


last year, renamed it “Trian- 
gle Court,” and unveiled plans 
for five new businesses on the 
ground floor and 57 parking 
spaces underground.

Passover now has an app

Needed to quickly rid 
your home of leavened bread 
this Passover? There’s an app 
for that. 

Williamsburg mensch Ba- 
ruch Herzfeld and his rabbi 
brother, Shmuel, launched 
a mobile phone application 
that helps Jews keep their 
households flour-free dur- 
ing Passover. 

Before the holiday started 
on Monday evening, obser- 
vant Jews must follow centu- 
ries of tradition by removing 
all pasta, flour and grain- 
based liquor (known as “cha- 
metz”) from their homes 
because it is banned dur- 
ing Passover — a holiday 
whose central symbol is the 
flat, flour-free bread that 
commemorates the Jews’ 
speedy flight out of bond- 
age in Egypt. 

But some Jews believe 
there’s a loophole in the 
law that allows them to 
“sell” their leavened food- 
stuffs to non-Jews for safe- 
keeping during the holiday, 
only to buy it back after- 
wards. The trick is to find 
a rabbi to sign off on the 
transaction. 

Enter the app. 

“During Passover, every- 
one’s so busy shopping and 
preparing meals, you don’t 
have time to handle your cha- 


metz,” Herzfeld explained. 
“This is faster and more ef- 
ficient.” 

Here’s how Herzfeld’s 
free “i$ellChametz” works: 
enter your name, the places 
where your grains are stored, 
and their approximate value, 
then press the “Sell chametz” 
button. 

Your information is sent 
to a rabbi who will quickly 
authorize the “sale” — 
though no money changes 
hands in this temple. 

Herzfeld said that the app 
came as a relief for Jews who 
hate throwing out their rice 
and pasta — not to mention 
their expensive vodka and 
single malt Scotch. 

“You don’t want to drink 
all your Scotch right before 
Passover,” Herzfeld said.

He 
started that business from 
nothing. He comes from a 
good family,” said a resident 
who requested anonymity.

have known each other since 
childhood. 

Both have maintained a 
vow of silence, refusing to tell 
investigators what sparked 
the violence. 


“He’s a clean cut kid,” added 
a woman whose known Iacono 
for years. “A real gentleman. 
He’d always say, ‘Let me buy 
you a cup of coffee.’” 

Still, Iacono’s pizzeria 
has mob ties, having once 
employed Dominick “Black 
Dom” Dionisio, the Colombo 
crime family soldier, when 
he was awaiting a trial for 
armed robbery. 

“That’s like his cousin. 
When you know a guy for 
so many years, when you’ve 
grown up together . . . how can 
you refuse them? ” said a resi- 
dent who knows Iacono. 

Geritano, neighbors claim, 
is a street tough with a tem- 
per. 

“There have always been 
shadows around Benny,” said 
an old-timer, lowering his 
voice. “Word on the street 
is that this guy is trying to 
make a name for himself.” 

It’s unclear what sparked 
the fight. One report says it 
was over a woman, another 
says Geritano was collect- 
ing a loan. 

Whatever the cause of the 
brawl, the incident harkens 
back to the tony area’s less- 
effete past. Fifty years ago, 
mobsters such as “Crazy” 
Joey Gallo ruled the neigh- 
borhood. 

But the only constant in 
New York is change, and 
young men in skinny jeans 
have replaced the old men 
who munched cigars on the 
corner of Court Street and 
First Place. 

“Maybe Benny didn’t re- 
alize that the neighborhood’s 
changed,” said resident Deb 
Scotto.

that hires them to do so. 

There’s no “wildlife biology” go- 
ing on here — there is just death. 
No wonder the Department of San- 
itation is the city agency handling 
the contract. To this mayor, manag- 


■ course over whether hundreds of 
geese will be brutally slaughtered in 
Prospect Park this summer. 

Neither side is offering a real way 
of properly protecting geese and air- 
line passengers, but we side with the 
Council, which is proposing legisla- 
tion that would at the very least keep 
the public aware of what is being done 
in its name. 

The Bloomberg Administration in- 
stead has been dishonorable and untrust- 
worthy whenever geese are involved. 

Last July, of course, the mayor or- 
dered the middle-of-night, unannounced 
slaughter of all Canada geese in Pros-

pect Park after deciding — again in se- 
crecy — that the kill-zone around city 
airports would be extended from five 
miles to seven miles, even though fed- 
eral experts told him that the smaller 
radius was fine. 

Since that outrageous, brutal act — 


dealing with geese — the 
administration has kept 
its focus on one “solu- 
tion” to flying animals: 
rounding them up and kill- 
ing them. 

Last month, the city an- 
nounced that it would hire a 
“wildlife biologist” from the fed- 
eral Department of Agriculture to 
“manage” goose populations around 
the city. Make no mistake about the 
scientific job title or the benign-sound- 
ing name of the federal agency; wild- 
life biologists are deployed to kill ani- 
mals, and the USDA is the very agency

ing the city’s wildlife population is 
simply a matter of calling in a gar- 
bage collector. 

The Council bill — Introduction 513 
— is a BB gun against the Trident mis- 
siles that the mayor is using. It would 
create an 1 1-member “wildlife manage- 
ment advisory board” that has about as 
much teeth as a newborn gosling. The 
board would develop a “city- 
wide wildlife manage- 
ment plan,” which 
is just jar- 
gon for 
a docu- 
ment that 
will end up on a shelf. 

The mayor can ignore the plan, 
and city agencies would be bound 
only to “consider the effect that their 
initiatives . . . have on wildlife and strive 
to ensure that such initiatives are in 
furtherance of the goals of the wild- 
life management plan.” 

Still, it’s a start. Anything that en- 


courages the Bloomberg Administra- 
tion to view New York City as an eco- 
system answerable to more than just 
humans and their airplanes is a posi- 
tive thing. Indeed, there’s a larger is- 
sue here. 

We could wax poetic about the grace 
of geese in flight or the importance 
of exposing urban kids to even a tiny 
bit of natural beauty. But lofty prose 
has nothing to do with the essential 
facts in this story: slaughtering inno- 
cent animals because they sometimes 
get in our way is simply bad steward- 
ship of the environment — and such 
recklessness sends a powerful mes- 
sage to the next generation that hu- 
mans can do with the planet whatever 
we wish, regardless of the needs of 
the nearly two million other species 
of plants and animals with which we 
share the space. 

There’s abetter way. And the Council 
bill is better than Mayor Bloomberg’s 
cruelty. 


Goose lovers squawk as letters column returns

Bike lane blues 

To the editor, 

The Prospect Park bike lane 
community survey, conducted by 
Assemblyman Jim Brennan, ad- 
dresses an issue that has been un- 
necessarily polarized (“Pol: Kill 
the PPW bike lane,” April 8). 

It was misleading for your ar- 
ticle to suggest that the assembly- 
man is fighting the bike lanes. He 
is not “calling” for the elimination 
of the bike lanes, but he is call- 
ing for the city and the commu- 
nity to study alternatives that in- 
clude the elimination of the lanes, 
or moving the lanes. 

As a mother of a 3 -year-old, I 
cringe every time we cross Pros- 
pect Park West. I worry about 
bikers who don’t pay attention to 
the pedestrian crosswalks. I find 
that the blinking yellow lights, 
perched awkwardly high on light 
poles, give bikers a cautious but 
continuous ride, while pedestri- 
ans have weird notations on the 
ground, and on poles, warning 
them to watch out for bikes. 

I have watchedmany near misses 
for bike/child collisions. 

As a life-long Brooklyn resi- 
dent, I understand the need to en- 
courage more bike riding, and to 
improve pedestrian safety. I don’t 
think the incremental changes that 
the Department of Transportation 
has suggested are the solution. 

I agree that the agency and 
the community need to go back 
to the drawing board to find a 
better way to address these con- 


cerns, together. 

Many of us who have lived 
in close proximity to Prospect 
Park West for most of our lives 
know that we need more protec- 
tion from speeding cars, but the 
current incarnation of bike lanes 
is not the answer.

Tunnel vision 

To the editor, 

New York City, the world’s fi- 
nancial center, cannot see the fu- 
ture and is making short-sighted 
decisions by dismissing a tunnel for 
the Brooklyn-Queens Expressway, 
and adding high rises in Brooklyn 
Bridge Park (“Planners nix ‘big 
dig’ for BQE,” April 8). 

You mention that federal, state 
and city money will be needed to 
pay for the BQE project, and that 
it will come from a haul of funds 
generated from gas receipts div- 
vied up between all the states; New 
York’s annual share is roughly $2.2 
billion for the entire state. 

The federal gas tax is 1 8 .4 cents 
per gallon, unchanged since 1993 
when retail gas cost about $1.20 a 
gallon — roughly 15 percent. Gas 
now runs at approximately $3.75 per 
gallon — roughly five percent. 

Even worse, Europeans pay 
anywhere from $6.50 to $8.50 
per gallon for the same stuff, the 


difference is in their taxes. Just 
think how many tunnels could 
have been built if the tax was 
fixed at 15 percent. 

For their money, Europeans 
get excellent mass transit, beau- 
tiful public parks, good educa- 
tion and more. We get more air 
pollution, 50,000 annual deaths, 
congestion and anger. 

The U.S. has about five per- 
cent of the world’s population, 
but consumes some 40 percent 
of the world’s petroleum, nearly 
60 percent of that is refined for 
transportation purposes. 

No one dares to take on our 
automobile abuse, despite all of 
the talk from President Obama 
on down about our energy ad- 
diction at a time with real sup- 
ply uncertainty. 

Until we do, we are all blow- 
ing in the wind.

This traditional soup isn’t just for Passover anymore

S ome grandmother’s pass down reci- 
pes for meatloaf and mashed potatoes, 
others make the best lasagna, arroz 
con polio, or sweet potato pie. 

For good little Jewish boys and girls, 
nothing says grandma like a steaming 
bowl of matzoh ball soup, and the Pass- 
over holiday makes those childhood mem- 
ories even sweeter. 

Traditionally served as part of the 
Seder meal, the toothsome dumplings 
are generally made by combining mat- 
zoh meal with eggs, water or broth, and 
oil or schmaltz (rendered chicken fat). 
The mixture is rolled into balls, boiled, 
and then added to chicken soup, perhaps 
with a few chunked veggies or a smatter- 
ing of parsley or dill thrown in for good 
measure. 

Debate rages eternal over whether the 
ideal matzoh ball is a sinker (substantial 
and dense) or a floater (light and fluffy), 
but personal preference generally comes 
down to whatever way your bubby made 
them (sinkers all the way!) 

So what better way to track grandma’s 
influence this holiday season than with a 
matzoh ball crawl all throughout Brook- 
lyn? Whether you go for purely traditional, 
or with a little modern edge, these area 
restaurants are serving up the goods — 
Jewish grandma not required. 

Mile End 

It’s a matzoh ball smackdown at Boerum 
Hill’s Jewish/Canadian eatery, with grand- 
ma’s classic bowl ($6.50) going up against 
the chef’s special, The Whole Mishpucha 
($12 per person), served family-style in a 
cast-iron crock. It’s hard to find fault with 
the fancy- schmantzy version, an intensely 
flavorful (if overly salty) broth, spicy with 
black pepper and loaded with goodies like 
chicken galantine, chicken stuffed wont- 
ons, thick-cut veggies, ramen-style noo- 


dles, and of course, spongy matzoh balls. 
But in the end, you’ve got to give it up to 
grandma for expertly seasoned soup and 
audacious simplicity — the one plank of 
celery, hunk of parsnip, wedge of carrot, 
sprig of dill, and single nubby sinker had 
us reminiscing big time. 


Gottlieb Restaurant 

Yes, there are still Hasidic Jews in 
Williamsburg, and yes, they still know 
how to make matzoh balls. “We haven’t 
changed a thing since my grandparents 
opened the store, so I guess this recipe 


is at least 50 years old,” said Gottlieb’s 
owner Menashe Gottlieb. The price can’t 
have changed much either; an oversized 
bowl goes for $3.75. Chicken bones are 
boiled down with carrots, celery, squash, 
peppers and “secret spices” to make a su- 
per flavorful stock, but the one buoyant 
ball still claims center stage. 

Bubby’s Brooklyn 

With a name like that, a respectable mat- 
zoh ball soup is a given. “It’s made fresh 
every day with ingredients right from the 
market,” said Bubby’s Brooklyn general 
manager David Taylor. “The organic chick- 
ens they use come from Gioanni farm, up- 
state.” The matzoh balls are of the light and 
fluffy persuasion (just like chef Ron’s bubby 
used to make) and the serving, while not 
cheap at $10, is appropriately satisfying at 
the DUMBO restaurant. 

Blue Ribbon Brooklyn 

Bruce and Eric Bromberg may be cel- 
ebrated restaurateurs, but the brothers be- 
hind Blue Ribbon know to give credit where 
credit is due. “The matzoh ball soup is in- 
spired by their grandmothers, absolutely,” 
said Jeremy Vroman, manager of Blue Rib- 
bon Brooklyn in Park Slope. The recipe uses 
schmaltz to flavor the matzoh balls, and selt- 
zer water to give them a lighter-than-air con- 
sistency. “They also cook them separately 
I in water before adding them to the broth,” 
£ said Vroman. “That way, they don’t make 

0 the soup cloudy or get overcooked.” It’s an- 

1 other $ 1 0 bowl, but how can you argue with 
such time-tested technique?

oyal wedding fever has offi- 
cially crossed the pond.

his cookbook goes be- 
tween the bread. 

“The Big New York 
Sandwich Book” presents 
nearly 100 innovative and 
classic sandwiches from the 
city’s culinary scene, ar- 
ranged by all manners of 
type, from deli to haute to 
vegetarian, with recipes to 
make them at home. 

“Everyone loves sand- 
wiches,” said Jean Tang, 
who co-authored the book 
with Sara Reistad-Long. 
“There’s so much to the 
scene, especially in New 
York.” 

Among the Brooklyn of- 
ferings represented in the 
book, Tang’s favorite has to 
be the meatloaf sandwich 
at Rye in her native Wil- 
liamsburg. 

“It’s just to die for,” said 
Tang of the carnivore’s de- 
light, which is comprised of 
four meats, as well as home-

“Even though I now 
have the recipe, it’s nice 
to go across the street and 
eat it.”

On Passover, he's a man in full 


I used to think that rais- 
ing a child would make 
me a parent. Of course 
it does, in a sense, but I’ve 
come to realize that one way 
to truly earn the title, “Dad,” 
is by owning a holiday and its 
customs, separate from my 
mother, sisters and mother- 
in-law. 

This week is Passover, the 
Jewish holiday celebrating 
the liberation from slavery 
in Egypt thousands of years 
ago. It is marked by ritual din- 
ners, called seders, where we 
retell the story, eat symbolic 
foods and pack as many peo- 
ple into the dinning room as 
possible. 

It took many years and 
some false starts, but I finally 
host a seder. It took some 
doing and a push from my 
daughters. When they were 
little we tried the toddler cel- 
ebration at our synagogue — 
a perfect one-hour package 
for the younger set but more 
like a preschool class than a 
family ritual. We tried the 
community seder, too. This 
was more serious and nice, 
but each family clustered to- 
gether forming small islands 
around a banquet sized table. 
My girls began asking if we 
could have our own seder, 
which we tried, but with just 
us, it felt pretty lame. 



Having no 
local relatives, I 
recruited close 
friends to fill the 
seats and create 
new traditions. 

Passover is 

like Thanks- 

giving in many 
ways, including familial 
turf wars and posturing. 
As a child, my grandparents 
hosted the first night seder 
with all their children and 
grandchildren present. The 
second night’s seder exposed 
the fault lines in the genea- 
logical terrain with clans re- 
treating to their own homes, 
celebrating in smaller kin- 
ship units. 

Thanksgiving created con- 
flict between my mother and 
her sister, my aunt. Each year 
they jockeyed to host the big 
meal. It becomes very sym- 
bolic who’s home everyone 
goes to, who’s good dishes 
are put out and who cooks 
the turkey. It was more than 
whether we drove to the sub- 
urbs or they drove into the 
city and had to find park- 
ing. The master of ceremo- 
nies got the bragging rights 
for a year but, more, they 
wore the mantel of family 
leadership until the next tur- 
key was served.

Nothing binds the city to act 
on what the board advises, 
however. 

Prospect Park officials have 
already taken steps toward hu- 
mane waterfowl population 
management — such as egg 
“addling” and using dogs to 
deter geese — but the city has 
still not committed to ditch- 
ing its “catch and kill” con- 
tract with federal authorities, 
much to the disappointment 
of local lawmakers.

The error was discovered 
quickly, but that didn’t sat- 
isfy Williams.

million for the infrastructure 
at the port, and the Environ- 
mental Protection Agency 
has already committed to a 
$2.

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the error caused her “ex- 
treme emotional pain, suf- 
fering, and anxiety.”

A federal study concluded

Toll numbers may be 
a direct line to trouble. 
Classified ads are intended 
to help people by facilitat- 
ing communication and 
advertising available ser- 
vices; however, some of 
the hotlines & service num- 
bers in classifieds actually 
hurt the people who rely on 
them by cheating them of 
their hard-earned dollars. 
“Most newspapers print a 
disclaimer in their classified 
ad section to warn readers 
about numbers that are a 
direct line to trouble. Any 
number starting with 900, 
540, 595 or 871 charges a 
fee beyond a local call. In 
some instances, ads initial- 
ly advertise calls to a local 
number, but then direct 
callers to a second number 
starting with one of the 
paid exchanges. “Consu- 
mers must also question 
the legitimacy of vague 
classifieds because they 
too could be a scam. Be- 
fore responding to an ad, 
consumers should verify 
the source of all informa- 
tion & always be wary 
about sending money or 
signing a contract with an 
unknown party.”
